DEEMED BY i THE GOVERNMENT. 


Wonder* Wi>rk«d by" Mrs, Brown, the 


Treasury ^zpert In Washington—A Few 


Coaoft In Which Bills Were Apparently 
Hopelessly Destroyed. 
! 


tTlie redemption division of the treas- 


ury department is'dne of the moat inter- 
istingof its branches. It is here that 
mntilated money comes jfor identifica- 
tion, and the form in wjiicl] 
tells to tho chief of i the divisii 
romance and many a tale of Woe. There 
is much tkat is humorous and much 
that is pathetic in Mrs. Brown's public 
experience. That experience ranges over 
nearly eighteen years nqw.'ahd, in that 
time millions of dollarj naive passed 
through her hands,, most? of it in such 


i condition as to be beyonc. identification 
i by ordinary means. 


There ia hardly any way yon can think 


of in which money is not Oiutilated or 
partly destroyed. Men light their ci- 
gars with it when they fre drunk; rats 
gnaw it -into tatters, and fire crisps it 
into brown ashes. Wherever there is a 
gndden cold snap at th) beginning of 
winter the redemption division has a 
perfect harvest of mntilaljed money. One 
of- the favorite hiding places which wom- 
en have for,their savings ,is the oven. 
When a cold day comes the woman 
probably forgets all about the money, 
builds a fire in-the stove'and cooks the 
bills to what H known" in the cookbook 


ea& a "rich brown." 


An irtcresting case is thut of a woman 


living near Hamilton, O., who was 
burned, to death. She had a pocketbook 
with t or! containing seventy dollars. 
Her chUdren sent the pocketbook with 
its charred contents to the 'treasury de- 
partment, ami /tfrs. Brcwn picked out 
the seventy Qcllars and -dentified it. A 
great (teal of *;he money that comes in is 
partly,, turned. Wherever a part of tho 
burned money can be identified and a 
satisfactory affidavit ia > furnished as to 
the facts the government- restores tho 
amoun^to the owner. But if a note is 
entirely destroyed the government is just 
so nine at ahead. 


Much of the money which comes in for 


reclemi tion Vas been daimaged in rail- 
roud wrecks. When a Car is burned in a 
railroad wretk no attempt is made by 
the express company to remove the 
money from the safe. The safe is sent 
direct to the treasury department and 
opened there. The money is usually m 
a pretty badly charred condition. It is 
taken out, and the treasury experts go 
over jt and identify as much of it as can 


, be r^dognizel. Two years ago a pack- 


age ciontainirg $22,000 was taken from & 
wrecs near St. Louis, and all of the 
monty was identified and restored to its 
owners. 


A favorite biding placafor money with 


men who ha."e no faith in banks, is in 
tht'irjcellars. A Philadelphia mail sent 
$280 , which he had buried in a tin box 
undejr his fcellar floor. When he took up 
the box he found the money mildewed 
and rotten. 
Tho package as it came 


into Mrsj Bro\vn's hands looked like a 
buncli of tobacco leaves. It was almost 


- impossible to distinguish the character 


of tho notes with the naked eye. Mrs. 
Brown was picking apart the pieces bit 
by bit and arranging them on slips of 
brown paper cut to the size of a dollar 
bill, i She eaid that ehe.expected to iden- 
tify the-whole of it. 


One man sent in some time ago forty- 


two dollars which hat beeh taken, from 
the stomajch of a goat. The goat was not 
worth forty-two dollars, so ho waa sacri- 
ficed. The identification of this money 
waa not a very nice task, but it was com- 
paratively an easy one. W.hen Mrs. 
Brown dropped the sticky mass into a 
basin of water the bills came apart and 
were very easily identified. This is not 
tlfe only, goat case which has come to the 
redemption division, and it has happened 
that even cows and pijrs have been sacri- 
ficed to recovier money which they had 
swallowed. 
Inhere is one case on record 


where ! a baby swalkwed some bank 
ndtes, and an emetic saved the money 
and possibly thJS. baby. Babies do not 
often swallow mu entire bill, but many 
affidavits are received accompaning por- 
tions of bills Which say that the missing 
portions'were swallowed by babies and k. 
"therefore wholly destroyed." 


Usually when mutilated money is sent 


in f of! redemption tho owner has a close 
if not perfect idea of the amount which 
is represented, but one old German in 
the West sent in some years ago what he 
tlaimed to be the remains of $5,000, and 
after a long, lopg investigation Mrs. 
Brown fully identified $7,100 in the 


- package. 
A secret service agent was 


eentoutto investigate the case, but he 
coubl discover nothing that would throw 


: lightiupon the mystery, and so the mis- 


i take waa charged up! to the, old man's 


I stupidity, and the department sent$7,100 


to hiftn.

The redemption division receives very 


frequently pieces torn from bills, ac- 
companijcd by affidavits saying that the 
remainder of the notea has been destroy- 
ed by mice. 
But tae experts of the 


treasury1 department can toll in a minute 
whether n piece has b&n torn off or eaten 
off, and these pe*tty frauds! are never suc- 
cessful.

Treasurer Nebeker has a five dollay 


bill in his office mad^ of sixteen pieces 
cut from five dollar notes matched so 
nicely that the ordinary eye would not 
detect the fraud. This composite note 
was sent in by a bank clerk in New 
York., The treasury experts detected 
the fraud immediately, and of course the 
bogus note was not redeemed.—Wash- 
inerton Cor. Now Yor(k Press.
